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Procedure at the Hyderabad (B.G.) Railway Station 


on the arrival of His Excellency the Viceroy on the 
18th January, 1938, 


1. Those in attendance on the platform will be 
in their places as indicated in the attached plan, half 
an hour before Their Excellencies arrive. 


Full Dress White Uniform will be worn on the 
occasion with gloves, sword and full decorations, 

2. The Viceregal Train will arrive at the Hyder- 
ibad (B.G.) Railway Station at 10-00 a.m. Their 
fxcellencies’ saloon -vill be drawn up in front of the 
porch. 

8. As Their Excellencies alight from the train, 
the Guard of Honour of H.E.H. the Nizam’s Regular 
Forces on the platform will give the Royal Salute, 
andthe Band will play the first six bars of the National 
Anthem. 

4, At the same time, a Salute of 31 guns will be 
fired by H.E.H. the Nizam’s Artillery from the Red 
Hills, near the Railway Station. 

5. While the National Anthem is being played, 
all Officers in uniform, other than those in His 
Jixcellency’s suite, or actually in attendanee on His 
Excellency (for example, the Resident), will salute, 
and all other gentlemen in European costume will 
uncover their heads. The Officers in the Viceroy’s 
suite will merely stand to attention. 

6. After the Viceroy has taken the Royal Salute, 
the Resident will step forward, with H.E.H. the Nizam, 
to receive Their Excellencies. 


The Resident will formally present H.E.H. the 
Nizam, after which the Resident will introduce to 
heir Excellencies His Highness the Prince of Berar, 
His Exalted Highness’ second son, and His Exalted
